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-proof upon oath of one or more credible witnefs or witneffes, whlch 'Oat'h 
■they -are hereby empowered to adminifter, or on confeffion of the party, 
Fhall diredl ; or {hall and may, at the 'defire of the Grand Jury of fuch 
“County, be removed from his office by 'the Judge of Affize.

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AND for the better preventing of Offences, and the more fpeedily ap- 
prehending of Offenders,. and affifting in executing the Laws ; BE it 
Enafted, That iuch Conftables fliall be provided with proper arms and 
Accoutrements; the expence whereof, not exceeding three Guineas for each 
Conftable, once in twelve years if necelfery, ffiall be raifed and levied by 
prefen tment of fuch Grand Juries, on fuch Baronies and Half Baronies for 
■which fuch Conftables lhall be. appointed or continued by ; this Aft. 

And be it Enafted, That no perfon lhall be appointed to fill the office 
of Conftable under this Aft, unlefs he lliall previously have obtained a 
Certificate from three Juft ices of the Peace refident in the fame Barony or 
Half Barony as the perfon recommended ; or if there be not three Juftices 
•of the Peace fo refident, then from three Juftices of the Peace of ' the fame 
County .; fig-nifying that the perfon fo certified is in every refpeft qualified to 
difcharge the duties of a Chief or Sub-Coriftable '(as the cafe may be) as 
■required by the A 61 and She Law of the Land. 

And having And be it Enafted, That no perfon fhall execute the office of Chief or 
taken the Sub-Ccnftable under this Aft, unlefs he lliall take the following Oath : 

following ° 

1 doTwear, That I will truly and faithfully .ferye our Sove- 

“ reign Lord the King in the office of Conftable or Chief Conftable 
“ [as the cafe may be\ of the Barony or Half Barony [as the cafe 
may be~\ of in the County of 

“ without favour or partiality, malice or ill-will ; that I will pay 
“ due attention to, and ufe my endeavours for the prefervation of 
“ the Highways and Bridges, and the removal of obftrudtions, 
nuifances, and encroachments thereon, and that I will diligently 
w enforce the laws for the prefervation of the feme, fo long, as I 
“ lliall continue in that Office.” 
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And be it Enafted, That the Grand Jury of each County at large lliall ^ 
be and are hereby empowered to prefent at each Affizes, any fum not 
exceeding Pounds for every fuch Conftable, to be raifed on 

everv fuch Barony or Half Barony wherein fuch Conftable lhall be ap- 
pointed or continued, to be paid to fuch Conftable, or to the Chief Con- 
ftable for his ufe, by the Trealurer ; as alfo a lum not exceeding 

Pounds for the felary of the Chief Conftable of fuch Barony or Half 
-Barony. 

Provided always, and he it Enafted, That no Salary whatfoever lhall be 
prefented for or paid to fuch Conftable or Chief Conftable, unlefs he firft 
produce a certificate of the Juftices who prefided at the General Quarter 
Seffions of the Peace held for that diftrift next preceding the faid Affizes, 
or of three J-uftices of the Peace refident within the feme -Barony -or Half 
Barony, -[as the cafe may bi\ as the feid Chief Conftable or Conftable ; or 
if three Juftices of the Peace be not fo reftdent, then of fuch three Juftices 
of the Peace as lhall at the fame time certify that they are well acquainted ® 
with the condu<ft of fuch Chief Conftable or Conftable ; which certi- 
ficate lhall ftate that he had faithfully executed the duties -of his office, 
sand that he had prelerved his arms and accoutrements in proper order, or 

-accounted 
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accollfttecl Satisfactorily for any deficiency therein ; and that the Judge of 
Affix e may then and not before fiat fuch Prefeiitment. 

And be it Enabled, That there fhall and may be paid to and for every, 
perfon, other than the laid Sworn Conftables, who as Special or Affiftant 
Coiiftable armed with fire-arms, fhall, by order of any Juftice of the 
Peace of the fame County, convey and l’afely lodge in Gaol any perfon or 
perfons charged with treafon or felony under Mittimus of fuch Juftice, 
the fum of three Pence per mile; which Sums may and (hall be prefen ted 
by the Grand Jury, and paid by the Treafurer in the fame manner that 
other County charges are p relented and paid. 

Provided nevefthelefs, That no fuch fum ordtims fhall be prefented, unlefs 
. the perfon or perfons fo employed as Special or Affiftant Conftable or Con- 
' ftables, fhall produce a copy of the Mittimus under which fuch perfon or 
perfons were committed, certified by the Gaoler, and alfo an acknowledg- 
ment in writing from fuch Gaoler, that fuch perfon or perfons was or 
were fafely lodged with him; and provided the number of fuch Affiftant 
or Special Conftables -fo to be paid, do not exceed fix for -any one 
commital. 

AND whereas in certain counties a fimilar •eftablifhment of Conftables 
■has for many years exifted under certain Abls of His prefent Majefty, part 
of which Abls are now expired ; BE it Enabled, That all fiich eftablifh- 
ments, together wth all prefentments made purfuant thereto, is and are 
hereby recognized and confirmed, notwithftanding the Statute or Statutes 
purfuant to which the fame was or were inftituted has or have tranfpired ; 
and that fo often as the Chief or any Sub- Conftable fhall be difmiffed or 
fail bv death or otherwife, another fhall or may be appointed under the 
provifions of this Abl. 

g And be it Enabled, That in every County wherehi fuch eftablifhment 
exifts or ftiall exift, it may be lawful, and it is hereby declared to be lawful, 
for the Grand Jury of fuch County to reduce fuch eftabliftiment, in every 
fuch particular as to fuch Grand Jury (hall appear to be expedient. 

And be it Enabled, That an Abl paffed in Ireland in thO thirty-fecond 
.year of His prefent Majefty, intituled, ;s An Abl for regulating the Office 
“ of Conftable, and for the better enforcing the Procels of the Criminal 
" w Law in certain parts of this .^Kingdom,” -be and is hereby repealed. 
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For the better regulating the Office of 
.Oonftable., in Ireland.
